DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO./9, 

Opening  or  Walton  Avenue. 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Public  WorKs  of  the  City  of  Port 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to-  open  Walton 
Avenue  in  the  City  of  Port  Wayne,  Allen  County  State  of  Indiana,  from, 
the  Maumee  river  to  the  north  line  of  Walton  Avenue  on  the  south  of  the 
Maumee  river;  also  from  the  south  line  of  Washington  street  to  the  north 
line  of  Maumee  road;  said  Avenue  to  have  a width  of  fifty-four  (54)  feet 
the  same  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  such  purpose, 
sufficient  lots  and  lands  described  as  follows: 

A piece  of  ground  fifty- four  (54)  feet  in  width  the  centre 
line  of  which  is  the  range  line  between  ranges  12  and  IS  in  Allen  County 
Indiana,  and  described  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of 

the  east  line  of  Walton  Avenue  with  the  south  line  of  the  right  of  way 
of  the  N.  Y.  C.  & St . L.  R.R.  thence  north  parallel  with  the  range  line 
to  the  Maumee  river;  thence  west  fifty- four  (54)  feet;  thence  south 
parallel^  with  the  range  line  to  the  south  line  of  right  of  way  of  N. 

Y.  C.  & St.  L.  R.R.  thence  east  torthe  place  of  beginning.  The  above 
described  piece  of  ground  is  situated  in  the  south-west  quarter  of 
section  six  (6)  township  thirty  (SO)  north  range  thirteen  (12)  east  and 
in  the  south-east  quarter  of  section  one  (1)  township  thirty  (SO) 
north  range  twelve  (12)  east,  Allen  County,  Indiana.

A piece  of  ground  fifty-four  (54)  feet  in  width,  the  centre 
line  of  which  is  the  range  line  between  ranges  12  and  IS,  Allen  County, 
Indiana,  and  described  as  foilows-r  Commencing  at  a point  on  the  south 
line  of  Washington  street  twenty-seven  (27)  feet  east  of  the  range  line 
between  ranges  12  and  13;  thence  south  parallel  with  the  range  line  to 
north  line  of  Maumee  road:  thence  north-west  following  the  north  line 
of  the  Maumee  road  to  a point  twenty-seven  (27)  feet  west  of  the  range 
line;  thence  north  parallel  with  the  range  line  to  the  south  line  of 
Washington  street;  thence  east  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  above  described  piece  of  ground  is  situated  in  the  south- 
west quarter  of  section  six  (G)  township  thirty  (30)  north  range  thir- 
teen (IS)  east,  and  in  the  south-east  quarter  of  section  one  (1)  town- 
ship thirty  (30)  north  range  twelve  (12)  east,  Allen  County,  Indiana. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  opening  of  said  Avenue  as  above  described,  is  described  as  all
